New York is Practically Impregnable. 
So long as her defences hold out no fleet of 
Vessels could get within’ range of the city. No 
guu on any man-of-war could throw a shell 
Nearer to the city than a village called New 
Utrecht (six miles distant), and if a shell got as 
Close as tliat the bout that fired it would probably 
be at the bottom of the bay before she could 
throw a second. 

There are four channel entrances to New York 
Harbour. The nearest point to New York City 
that .any vessel of man-of-war draught. could 
reach without entering one of these channels is 
off Coney Island. Now as to

A bomb- 
proof cover closes over the hole out of which it 
rose. Before a gun aboard ship could be sighted 
the big gun ashore has gone. 

The mortar-batteries are in-pits inland from the 
fortifications in which the big guns are placed. 
They cannot be seen either from the sea or the 
surrounding country. To hit one of them, 
except by an off-chance, is almost impossible. 

These two means of defence are again aided by 


The Torpedo Lines, 


which extend across the channels. Nothing 
afloat could pass them and live. They can be 
exploded twenty at a timeif necessary. The four 
channels that afford entrances to the harbour are 
all remarkably narrow. One or two canal-boats 
sunk across any one of them would block it abso- 
lutely. Their ways are so tortuous that shifting 
the buoys and the range-lights in the harbour 
would result in a vessel’s going ashore—which 
means disaster. 

There is not an anchorage in the Lower Bay 
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that is not underlaid with torpedoes, and any 
vessel attempting to come to anchor, once it got 


in, would be 
Blown Sky High. 


Torpedoes, while they are loaded with dynamite, 
are harmless until they are fired from the shore, 
This is an interesting point in connection with 
the disaster to the Maine. If a boat bumped 
against twenty of them at the same moment 
they, would not explode.’ It requires an electric 
current to make them active and dangerous, and 
the current is managed entirely from the shore. 


The Electric Operator 

sits with a glass watching an approaching vessel. 
When she is over a torpedo he presses a button; 
and the torpedo does the rest. ` In time of peace, 
if the torpedoes are laid ready for business, the 
keys that explode them are guarded with more 
care. than the treasure-laden vaults of a bank. 
There is no such thing as their being touched off 
accidentally, or without the full knowledge of 
the officials in charge. 
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I will assume now that, instead of trying te 
enter the harbour, a hostile fleet reached Coney 
Island, as the point nearest to New York that 
is approachable..The fleet then would be in close 
range of the guns of 


Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton. 


The. vessels that endeavoured to shell the city 
from that place would be pegged away at by 
from fifty to sixty of the heaviest ordnance in 
the world. 

Besides the defences mentioned, there is the 
American Navy.to be reckoned with, and one of 
the most formidable war-vessels in existence, 


The ‘‘ Terror,” : 


is on duty in New York Bay. She carries 10-in. 
guns and can sail in fourteen feet of water, 
which is less than the depth required by any 
European fighting ship. She could lie in shallow 
water anywhere safe from harm herself, and 
capable, with her powerful J0-in. guns, of 
doing incaleulable ‘slaughter.

Then, at Cannes, H.R.H. spoke an earnest 
word for Peace, in presiding with his habitual 
urbanity at the opening ceremony of the 
new pier, and his timely words contributed 
in a still greater degree to cement the 
entente cordiale between the two nations. Now 
the Prince is back again among his loyal 
| fellow-countrymen, participating in our healthy 
| sports and pastimes, and giving his countenance 
to the favourite playhouses, London seems more 
itself again. ‘Town will be still brighter when 
H.R.H. the Princess of Wales likewise returns 
for the season to Marlborough House in company 
with Princess Charles of Denmark and Princess 
Victoria, whose affliction of sleeplessness has 
won for H.R.H. general sympathy. 


America’s Adjutant-General. 

As war appears at the moment I am writing to 
be on the eve of being declared between the 
United States and Spain—though the game is 
| not worth the candle, as -Mr. Phelps, the ex- 
| United States Minister to this country, clearly 

thinks—it will be deemed opportune to give & 
portrait of the distinguished officer of the 
United States Army who occupies a similar 
| position to that which one of our bravest soldiers, 
| General Sir Evelyn Wood, V.O., occupies in 
England. I refer to Adjutant-General Henry 
Clark Corbin, of the United States Army. 
| Like the American Commander - in - Chief, 
General Miles (sketched on another page), he 
was a graduate of that patriotic Volunteer 
Service which did such splendid work for the 
North in the “‘ little difference,” which is now 
almost forgotten. Adjutant-General Corbin is 
in the prime of life. He is a native of Ohio. 
Born at a farm there in 1842, he comes of a 
good Virginian stock, which migrated to Ohio. 
He was but twenty when he enlisted, and 
fought so well that he became Colonel with 
brevet rank of Brigadier-General when but 
twenty - three. In 1864 he rose to be 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Fourteenth United 
States Coloured Infantry, and was soon after 
appointed Colonel. He subsequently entered the 
Regular Army, and rose with deserved celerity 
to his present important post. He has served 
on the staffs of Generals Hunt, Schofield, Terry, 
Crook, and Miles, and enjoyed the friendship of 
teneral Grant, when President. He was by 
President Garfield’s bedside. when he died, the 
victim of an assassin. His varied military 
experiences make General Corbin the right man 
for his present all-important post.

Spring Insect Pests. 


HE Winter moth is one of our 
least- recognised and yet 
most destructive insects. 
There are others of the moth 
family, such as the Canker 
moth, Codlin moth, and 
March moth that appear in 
the early spring, and begin 
their egg-laying season. In 
fact, there are tree pests for 
almost all the year round. 
Only those who have studied 
moths and observed the 
ravages they perpetrate, and 
the amount of damage their 
offspring can do,-are aware 
how important it is to wage 

constant warfare against this foe. In the combat the 

easiest plan is to < 
Destroy the Moths as They are Ascending 
the Trees. 


The female of the Winter moth being wingless is obliged to 
climb the tree she means to lay her caterpillar-producin 
eggsupon, If a band of some sticky substance be plac 
around the trunk of the tree Mrs. Moth will stick there.

Otherwise she is not ironclad, but trusts toa 
protective steel deck to keep shot from getting into her 
vitals. The Grescent is only getting ready to commission, 
and if he eares for the command Prince George will 
have her.

The United States, Spain, and Cuba.—Both 
Spain and the United States are ready for war. The 
House of Representatives at Washington on Monday 
adopted the Cuban resolution of the Senate, striking out, 
however, the clause recognising the independence of the 
island. The latter body in turn rejected a motion in favour 
of concurring with the Lower House, and returned the 
resolutions, at the same time deciding not to ask for a 
Conference Committee. This was followed by another 
vote in the House refusing to accept the Senate’s resolutions 
in their original form. Conference Committees were then 
appointed. Intense excitement prevailed at Washington 
throughout Monday, and all the talk was of war. Much 
speculation was rife as to the meaning of the withdrawal 
of Spanish war-ships from Havana Harbour, and it 
was generally believed to be due to the intention of 
Spain to remove the theatre of war to European waters. 


England Acquires a Great Chinese Coal- 
Field. -The Daily Telegraph on Monday published an 
interesting account of an important concession made to a 
syndicate of English capitalists by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, which gives them the right to fully exploit the coal 
and iron fields of the Province of Shan-Si, in North-East 
China. The coal-fields are believed to be the richest and 
largest in the world. 


General Miles.—The command of the United States 
Army is nominally in the hands of the President, and in 
Lincoln’s day it was a very 
real power. But Mr. 
McKinley, although he 
served in the Federal ranks 
in his youth, is likely to 
leave most of the power 
and responsibility to the 
Commander -in - Chief, 
General Nelson A. Miles. 
General Miles also served 
in the Civil War, and it 
fell to his lot to be in 
command. of the guard set 
over the Confederate Presi- 
dent, Jefferson Davis, after 
the fall of the Confederacy. 
This circumstance, has 
made General Miles un- 
popular in the South to 
the present day. He has 
seen much service in 
the Indian frontier wars, 
and was in command of 
the troops at the Chicago 
strike riots of 1894, 


The Guardian Angel of New York Harbour 
may well be sketched in a week when war between Spain 
and the United States seemed trembling in the balance. 
The Narrows is the entrance to New York Bay, into which 
the picturesque Hudson River flows. Here the panorama 
of the city and its suburbs unfolds itself. The most 
conspicuous object is the colossal statue of ‘‘ Liberty 
enlightening the world’’ on Bedloes Island, about a mile 
and three-quarters from New York City, and about the 
same distance from Brooklyn and Jersey City, east and 
west. This statue, which faces the east, is of copper, 
151 ft. high. It is a draped female figure crowned by 
a diadem, holding a tablet in the left hand and a torch in 
the right. At night the torch is lit by electricity, and can 
be seen for a great distance. The forefinger of the goddess 
is 7 ft. long, and over 4it.in circumference. ‘The nose is 
more than 8 ft. long. The statue weighs 25 tons and is 
hollow, a staircase affording access to thé head. It stands 
on a granite pedestal 155 ft. high, so that its total height 
above low-water mark is 306ft. The statue cost a million 
francs, and was

of its sculptor, Auguste Bartholdi, but when it had been 
completed there were no funds for its erection.. Another 
public subscription was started, this time in New York, to 
defray the cost of the pedestal and its erection.
